Be  Aware  Of  Academic  Standards, 
Grade  Point  Average  Means  A Lot 


“Students  should  be  aware  of 
the  academic  standards  of  the 
University,  especially  those  stu- 
dents who  received  mid-semester 
reports  indicating  unsatisfactory 
work.”  said  Dr.  Darrell  Moses, 
Chairman  of  Academic  Standards. 

“S'TUDENTS  SHOULD  remem- 
ber that  their  scholastic  stand- 
ing will  not  only  deteripine  whe- 
ther or  not  they  may  continue 
at  BYU  and  graduate,  but  will 
also  be  a big  factor  in  determin- 
ing their  entire  future.”  Dr. 
Moses  continued. 

Students  at  Brigham  Young 
University  are  expected  to  attain 
the  following  minimum  grade- 
point  average  for  their  particular 
class  in  school: 

Freshman  (students  who  have 
accumulated  31  semester  hours 
of  credit  or  less)  are  required  to 
maintain  a 1.75  (c-)  grade  aver- 
age in  order  to  be  considered  in 
good  academic  standing. 

Sophomores,  juniors,  and  sen- 
iors are  required  to  maintain  a 
2.00  (c)  grade  average  on  all  work 
beyond  the  first  31  semester 
hours  of  credit. 

A STUDENT  RECEIVING  a 
degree  from  Brigham  Young 
University  must  have  earned  a 


cumulative  grade-point  average 
of  2.00  or  a 2.00  grade  average 
on  all  academic  work  taken  aft- 
er September,  1960,  before  he 
will  be  allowed  to  register  for  the 
final  semester  of  work  leading  to 
a degree. 

Grade-point  averages  are  com- 
puted on  this  basis;  “A”  equals 
4 grade  points;  "B”  equals  3; 
"C”  equals  2;  “D”  equals  1;  and 
“E”,  “WE”,  and  “UW”  each  equal 
O. 

Categories  of  academic  status 
are  a.s  follows: 

WARNING  — Students  whose 
BYU  cumulative  grade-point  aver- 
age is  above  the  minimum  aca- 
demic standard  required  for  his 
class  (1.75  for  freshmen  and  2.00 
thereafter),  but  whose  grade- 
point  average  for  the  last  semes- 
ter was  below  the  minimum  will 
receive  academic  warning. 

PROBATION— A student 
whose  BYU  record  does  not  meet 
the  minimum  requirement  and 
! whose  record  shows  a shortage 
i of  grade  points  will  be  place  on 
j academic  probation.  Probationary 
I students  are  not  eligible  for  BYU 
j scholarships  or  awards.

quired (1.75  for  the  first  31  sem- 
ester hours  and  2.00  for  all  re- 
maining hours),  and  his  current 
semester  grade  average  is  also 
deficient.  ' 

A student,  whether  on  proba- 
tion or  not,  will  be  subject  to 
suspension  if  the  Academic 
Standards  Committee,  at  any 
time,  determines  that  he  is  defi- 
cient in  his  academic  achieve- 
ments. 

READMISSION— A student 
who  has  been  suspended  from 
BYU  for  academic  deficiencies  is 
invited  to  do  work  of  a prepara- 
tory nature  in  a different  environ- 
ment and  setting  to  qualify  him 
for  readmission.  He  may  then  sub- 
mit to  the  Academic  Standards 
Committee  a request  for  readmis- 
sion. Preparatory  work  may  in- 
clude the  following: 

(1)  'The  completion  of  10  sem- 
ester hours  of  home  study  or  cor- 
respondence work  with  a grade 
of  “C”  or  above  in  each  course; 
or 

(2)  The  completion  of  a typical 
load  of  15  credit  hours  or  more 
taken  all  at  one  time  at  another 
institution  of  higher  learning 
while  earning  a “C”  grade  aver- 
age or  above;  or 

(3)  Demonstrating,  during  a 
personal  interview  when  at  all 
feasible,  that  he  has  had  equiva- 
lent preparatory  work  or  activity 
of  an  academic  nature  since  be- 
ing suspended  from  BYU  to  sub- 
stitute for  one  of  the  two  above- 
mentioned  alternatives. 

A student  who  becomes  eligi- 
ble for  academic  suspension  the 
second  time  will  be  dismissed 
from  the  Univ'ersity. 

STUDENTS  TRANSFERRING 
or  readmitted  to  BYU  will  be 
subject  to  the  same  academic 
standards  as-  other  students  of 
the  same  class  and  standing  who 
are  currently  enrolled.
